learn a trade in prison was refused by 
‘the Senior Puisne Judge, Mr Justice 
T. }. Gould in the Appeals Court this 


morning. 


Chu Man-nin, 60, made 
the plea after his appeal for 
a reduction of his sentence 
of nine months for the theft 
of a chicken had been re- 


| jected. 


Chu has a record of nine 
previous convictions, in- 
cluding two for theft of 
poultry. . 

Chu teld the Court that ho 
committed the crime in order 
to rnis¢ money to get a visa 
for Formosa.
